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NEWTOWN BARRY AFFRAY. 



REPORT made by Brigade Major Bushc, to His Excellency the Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, in consequence of Directions given to him by Ilis Excellency, 
to inquire into the truth of a Report that the Yeomanry had fired Shots in 
Derision and Triumph over the Roman Catholic Chapel at Ncwtmun Harry, 
while the Relatives of those who had been killed were offering up Prayers 
for the safety of the souls of the Deceased.

Newtown Barry, 17th August 1831. 



ON receipt of your letter of the 15th instant, I immediately set out for this 
p ace for the purpose of procuring the information you called for; and am to state 
that, aftei having made the most minute inquiries, I find the representations made 
to Government of the Newtown Barry Yeomanry to be totally 'untrue and without 
the slightest foundation. On my arrival here, my first inquiry was of some wealthy

Considering the Rev. Mr. Walsh’s statement quite conclu- 
sive, Ido not consider it necessary to trouble you with the detail of any further 
inquiries which I might make, and which could only be a repetition of those already 
stated, rioping that my discharge of this duty may meet your approbation,
